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A KNOCK OUT ON SPEAKER REED. 


The Home Journal Approved a* Amend- 


ed—One of the Most Exciting Parlia- 
mentary Struggle! That Ever Took 
Place in the Hall of Representatives— 
A Letter from Blaine on the Pan-Amer- 
ican Cu»tom8 Union. 


WASHINGTON CITY, June 30.—The fight 


in the hous>e Thursday over the silver 
bill was one of the most exciting and mo- 
mentous parliamentary 
struggles that 


ever took place in the hall of representa- 
tives. 
The fight was on the question 


whether under the rules the speaker 
could send the silver bill to the coinage 
committee without a vote of the house. 
If he had not referred that bill to the 
committee on coinage, the house would 
have passed it by a majority of from 8 
to HO, and it very likely would ha»e come 
back from the president with a veto, 
which the leaders of the Republican party 
naturally do not desire. But the Demo- 
crats do desire this and that was the ani- 
mus of their fight against the reference. 
If the bill goes to the president in such a 
shape that he will veto it, there will prob- 
ably be trouble with the free coinage Re- 
publican1!, which would not trouble the 
Democrats in the least. 


Clntms the Order Wa« Incorrect. 


Mills' j-esolutions as offered recited that 


the order of reference made by the speaker 
referring the silver bill to the committee 
on coinage, weights and measures was in- 
correct under the rules of the bouse and 
done without authority under satd rules, 
thus censuring the speaker, and it was 
this that the free silver Republicans who 
voted 
with the Democrats 
Thursday 


voted f(,r. The fight raged hotly all day 
and it was 7 p. m. before adjournment 
was reached. At that time Milk' resolu- 
tion 
had been adopted, but Mills had 


moved to withdraw the part censuring 
the speaker and declaring his action with- 
out authority and his motion was adopted, 
in spite of the objection of the Repub- 
lican le.iders, by a v<Ste of 121 to 109. With 
a motiou pending to oppose the journal as 
announced by Mills' resolution the house 
adjourned leaving the question open and 
the bill hangs between earth and sky. In 
a parliamentary sense it was entirely in 
the air. It was neither before the house 
nor in the bands of a committee. The 
journal has been corrected, but it has not 
been approved as corrected. 


Friday's Proceeding*. 


T. here was a significance in the ch aplain's 


prayer when he opened the proceedings of 
the house at noon Friday. He prayed that 
the Almighty might "cool the fevered 
pulses" of the members, an obvious antic- 
ipation of a repetition of the exciting 
scenes of Thursday. When he had con- 
cluded, Speaker Reed announced that the 
question was on the approval of the jour- 
nal of Thursday as amended by striking 
out the reference made by the speaker of 
the senate silver bill to the committee on 
coinage, weights and measures. 
After 


some sparring between McKinley and 
Mills, It was decided that the pending mo- 
tion was the demand made by Mills for 
the previous question on the approval of 
the journal and pending Thursday when 
the house adjourned. The speaker put the 
demand, and after some more sparring the 
roll call was concluded, and it was made 
known that the demand was carried. Mc- 
Kinley changed his vote from no to aye in 
order to move a reconsideration. 
The 


speaker then announced that the previous 
question was ordered—ayes 130, nays 122. 
The Republicans voting with the Democrats 
were: Bartfte, Carter, Dehaven, Herr- 
mann, Kelly, Morrow and Townsend, of 
Colorado. Tracy of New York voted with 
the Republicans. 


Democrats Again Triumph* 


McKinley, amid a derisive shout from a 


segment of the Democrats, moved to re- 
consider. 
Mills, of Texas, quickly moved 


to lay the motion on the table and the 
yeas and nays were again ordered. Again 
the Democrats, with the assistance of sev- 
eral Republicans triumphed. The motion 
of Mills to lay the motion to reconsider on 
the table, was carried—yeas 141, nays 129. 
The question then recurred to the appro- 
val of the journal as amended, and Mc- 
Kinley demanded the yeas and nays. Be- 
fore the vote on this motion had been an- 
nounced, it was whispered about that it 
had resulted in a tie, which really defeated 
the motion. Dargan, of South Carolina, 
anl Tracey, of New York, -Democrats, 
Toted "no" with the Republicans. Dargan 
at once became the center of attraction. 
The Democratic leaders gathered about 
him and implored him to change his vote. 
Their efforts were successful. Dargan was 
recognized before the result was an- 
nounced, and stated that he desired to 
change bis vote from yea to nay. Then 
the speaker announced that the yeas were 
132, the nays 
ISO, and the journal as 


amended, was approved. The Democrats 
made no demonstration on the announce- 
ment of their victory, and the reading 
clerk began reading the journal of Thurs- 
day's proceedings. 


The Antl-Tru»t BUI. 


On the conclusion 
of the reading, 


Speaker Reed stated that the journal 
would stand approved without objection. 
Stewart (Vt.) asked for recognition to 
present the conference report on the anti- 
trust bill. Bland (Mo.) raised, the ques- 
tion of consideration. Eland's purpose 
was to offer the following resolution: 
"That house bill 5,381, directing the pur- 
chase of silver bullion and the issue of 
treasury notes thereon, and for other pur- 
poses, with senate amendments, be taken 
from the speaker's table and the senate 
amendment concurred in." The house de- 
termined—yeas 144, nays 102, to consider 
the conference report.

Blaine recommends the adoption of an 
amendment to the tariff bill providing 
that the president shall declare the ports 
of the United States free and open to all 
the products of any country on this hemi- 
sphere whenever such country shall ad- 
mit free of duty to its ports breadstuffs, 
provisions, and other food products, lum- 
ber, petroleum, and other articles from the 
United States

Joseph Pott* and His Wife Die on the 


Gallows for th<- Itrutal Mnrdnr of a 
Man to Whom Tliey Were Indebted— 
Edward l>avl» and Rudolph Dubols 
Hanged In Canada for Murder—History 
of Their Crimes. 
ELKO, Nev., June 20.—The execution of 


Joseph Potts and his wife Elizabeth for 
tho murder of Miles Fawcett, atCarlin on 
Jan. 1, 1888, took place here Friday. Faw- 
cett, who was about 70 years of age, lived 
on a ranch a few miles from Carlin, 
where he had some stock and several hun- 
dred dollars in money. Mrs. Potts did his 
washing and baking and Fawcett lent the 
Potts' several hundred dollars, which they 
subsequently refused to repay. On Jan. 1 
Fawcett, with one Limeberger went to 
Potts' house to demand the money. Lime 
berger, after accepting a glass of liquor, 
left the house, leaving Fawcett there to 
transact his business. That was the last 
ever seen of Fawcett until his body was 
found in the following year. Potts' fam 
ily stated that Fawcett had settled up all 
his business, had given Mrs Potts a bill 
of sale of all his property and had left for 
parts unknown. 


Dlsoovory of the Crime. 


In September, 1BK8, the Potts family sold 


their property and that formerly belonging 
to Fawcett and removed to Bock Springs, 
Wy. T. The body of Fawcett, partly 
burned, with the limbs severed from the 
trunk, and the skull crushed in, was found 
in January, 1889, by the caving-in of a 
roof of a dug-out cellar attached to the 
house formerly occupied by the Potts'. 
The family were brought back to Elko for 
trial. Circumstantial evidence went to 
show that Mrs. Potts struck Fawcett on 
the back of the head with an ax as he was 
lying in bed, and also fully implicated 
Potts in the crime. The jury returned a 
verdict of murder in the first degree, and 
the supreme court affirmed the decision. 


PROTESTED HIS INNOCENCE. 


good news a day or two ago from friends 
in Germany. In 1870 Poch was a soldier 
in the Franco-Prussian war. 
The day 


that the Garibaldi troops were thrown 
out of the fortress of Dijon, Poch spared 
the life of one of Garibaldi's soldiers, and 
for that act he has been remembered 
handsomely. A wall twelve feet high sur- 
rounded the fortress and Pock was a short 
distance away on picket duty. 


Begged Hi in Not to Fire. 


A door in the wall was suddenly opened, 


and out stepped one of the Imprisoned sol- 
diers. Poch raised his gun to shoot the 
man, when the latter fell on his knees 
and begged that his life be spared. The 
escaping soldier proved to be one of the 
few Germans who had joined the Gari- 
baldi corps. He was released after a short 
imprisonment, and afterward joined the 
German army.

Execution at Belleville, Out., of Edward 


Davis. 


BELLEVILLE, Ont., June 20.—The execu- 


tion of Edward Davis, for the murder of 
William Emory in Marmora township on 
Sept. 19 last, took place at 8 o'clock Fri- 
day morning. Davis' spiritual advisers 
were with him until a late hour, and to 
them he deo'ared his innocence of the 
crime, Baying he was several miles away 
when it was committed. At 7 o'clock in 
the morning the holy communion was 
administered to the condemned man, who 
appeared quite cheerful 
At 7:53 the pro- 


cession started for the scaffold. Davis 
ascended the steps without a tremor, and 
standing on tiie trap that was soon to 
launch him into eternity, he exclaimed: 
"I nm innocent, so help me God." Prayer 
was then engaged in, the doomed man re- 
peating the response in a loud voice. The 
weight was then sprung. Davis' legs 
twiched for a few moments and then were 
still. His neck was broken. 
Convicted <tn Circumstantial Evidence. 
The crime for which Davis was hanged 


was of a particularly atrocious character. 
Some four yearn auo he was employed by 
Emory as a farm laborer, and in a short 
time succeeded in debauching his employ- 
ers wife, a rather good looking woman of 
some 30 years of ago and the mother of 
three children. Kmory learned of the in- 
timacy and Davis was discharged. Davis 
vowed vengeance against Kmory and con- 
tinued to visit the woman when opportu- 
nity offered. 
<ln Sept. 19, Kmory left 


home to cut hay in a marbh four miles 
distant and on (lie next day he was found 
there dead with a bullet wound in hia 
breast. Davis was seen in the vicinity the 
day before the murder. 
He was, arrested, 


tried and convicted, the evidence being 
purely circumstantial. The woman was 
also tried as an accessory but was acquit- 
ted.

scanty means of his father-in-law for the 
support of his family and himself. En 
raged" at their remarks, he seized an ax 
and butchered his victims in a hideous 
manner. He threw the four bodies in the 
cellar and fled toward Port Neuf, intend- 
ing to board the first passing train, but 
was arrested before making good his 
escape. He was tried and convicted, his 
defense being homicidal mania.

TROUBLE AT DETROIT. 


Desperate Encounter Between Police and 


a Mob of Striker*. 


DETBOIT, Mich., June 20.—The other 


day W. G. Vlnton & Co., contractors, got 
an injunction from the circuit court to 
prevent striking carpenters from intimi- 
dating non-union men working for the 
firm. Nevertheless Thursday evening a 
crowd of strikers congregated about Vm- 
ton's shop and when the workmen came 
out attacked them.

The potency of lunar influence in worldly

The phases oJ the moon are supposed to 


exert a marked influence over the growth 
of mushrooms, and formerly, in order that 
their flesh might not waste In the cooking, 
the best time for killing pigs was con- 
sidered to be when the moon was on the 
increase or near the full. One sometimes 
meets with the superstition that when the 
moon comes in and goes out on a Sunday 
seed planted during that month will not 
grow. Hair, it is said, should be cut at 
the new moon, otherwise it is liable to fall 
off.

election is done with. It seems to be 
pretty generally understood that nearly 
four-fifths of the people in this country are 
in favor of free coinage; and it is also 
known that upon the removal of undue in- 
fluence • Urge majority of the House is in 
favor of the bill as it came from the Senate. 
The question will arise, why cant the peo- 
ple get what they want? It Is only because 
there is in the minority such an unscrupu- 
lous man as Keed. His will is made to 
count for more than the desires of a major- 
ity of representatives. The people will 
make him and the party that is responsible 
for him answer for this. 


In Reed's present high-handed work there

We wore told that he was 
looking for men who would swell the num- 
ber ol inhabitants in the Northwestern re 
publican states; but to find 100,000 too 
many in one town is even too much to make 
Quay smile. 


FROM nearly every town there come com 


plaints that the census enumerators have 
not done their work well. Most of the 
newspapers complain that not enough peo- 
ple were found in their towns. W"hen we 
remember that the enumerator .is paid ac- 
cording to the number of people he finds, 
the charge that he has not found all there 
are should be supported by some very clear 
evidence.

ate flags or to erect mo numents In com- 
nemoration of dead traitors. 


The anonymous resolution was adopted 


unanimously with Us historical and gram- 
matical inaccuracies. 


Capt. K. P. Lytle offered a series of feli- 


citations of which the following is the sub- 
itance: 


The republicans of Macon county con- 


gratulate tbe republican party on its signal 
victory in the national election of 1863, 
which not only recovered the control of the 
administration but wrested the house of 
representatives from the democratic patty.

A KNOCK OUT ON SPEAKER REED. 


The House Journal Approved as Amend- 


ed—One of the Mont Exciting Parlia- 
mentary Struggle! That Ever Took 
Place jn the Hall of Representatives— 
A Letter from Blalne on the Pan-Amer- 
ican Customs Union* 


WASHINGTON CITY, June 20.—The flght 


In the house Thursday over the silver 
bill was one of the most exciting and mo- 
mentous parliamentary struggles that 
ever took place in the hall of representa- 
tive*. 
The fight was on the question 


whether tinder the rules the speaker 
could send the silver bill to the coinage 
committee without a vote of the house. 
If he had not referred that bill to the 
committee on coinage, the house would 
have passed it by a majority of from 8 
to 20, and it very likely would have come 
back from the president with a veto, 
which tlio leaders of the Republican party 
naturally do not desire. But the Demo- 
crats do desire this and that was the ani- 
mus of their fight against the reference. 
If the bill goes to the president in such a 
shape tlmt he will veto it, there will prob- 
ably be trouble with the free coinage Re- 
publican;, which would not trouble the 
Democrats in the least. 


CliUms the Order Wag Incorrect. 


Mills' resolutions as offered recited that 


the order of reference made by the speaker 
referring the silver bill to the committee 
OB coinage, weights and measures was in- 
correct under the rules of the house and 
done without authority under said rules, 
thus censuring the speaker, and it was 
this that the free silver Republicans who 
voted 
with the Democrats 
Thursday 


voted ff.r. 
The flght raged hotly all day 


and it was 7 p. m. before adjournment 
was reached. At that time Mills' resolu- 
tion 
bad been adopted, but Mills had 


moved to withdraw the part censuring 
the apeiiker and declaring his action with- 
out aut iiority and his motion was adopted, 
in spite of the objection of the Repub- 
lican le.ulers, by a vdte of 121 to 109. With 
a motiou pending to oppose the journal as 
announced by Mills' resolution the house 
adjourned leaving the question open and 
the bill hangs between earth and sky. In 
a parliamentary sense it was entirely in 
the air. It was neither before the house 
nor in the hands of a committee. The 
journal has been corrected, but it has not 
been approved as corrected. 


Friday's Proceedings. 


1 here was a significance in the chaplain's 


prayer when he opened the proceedings of 
the house at noon Friday. He prayed that 
the Almighty might "cool the fevered 
pulses" of the members, an obvious antic- 
ipation of a repetition of the exciting 
scenes of Thursday. When he had con- 
cluded, Speaker Reed announced that the 
question was on the approval of the jour- 
nal of Thursday as amended by striking 
out the reference made by the speaker of 
the senate silver bill to the committee on 
coinage, freights and measures. 
After 


some 
sparring between McKinley and 


Mills, It was decided that the pending mo- 
tion was the demand made by Mills for 
the previous question on the approval of 
the journal and pending Thursday when 
the house adjourned. The speaker put the 
demand, and after some more sparring the 
roll call was concluded, and it was made 
known that the demand was carried. Mo- 
Klnley changed his vote from no to aye in 
order to move a reconsideration. 
The 


speaker then announced that the previous 
question was ordered—ayes 138, nays 122. 
The Republicans voting with the Democrats 
were: Bartine, Carter, De haven, Herr- 
mann, Kelly, Morrow and Townsend, of 
Colorado. Tracy of New York voted with 
the Republicans. 


r>cxnocrats Again Triumph. 


McKinley, amid a derisive shout from a 


segment of the Democrats, moved to re- 
consider. 
Mills, of Texas, quickly moved 


to lav the motion on the table and the 
yeas and nays were again ordered. Again 
the Democrats, with the assistance of sev- 
eral Republicans triumphed. The motion 
of Mills to lay the motion to reconsider on 
the table, was carried—yeas 141, nays 129. 
The question then recurred to the appro- 
val of the journal as amended, and Mc- 
Kinley demanded the yeas and nays. Be- 
fore the vote on this motion had been an- 
nounced, it was whispered about that it 
had resulted in a tie, which really defeated 
the motion. Dargsn, of South Carolina, 
and Tracey, of New York, Democrats, 
voted "no" with the Republicans. Dargan 
at once became the center of attraction. 
The Democratic leaders gathered about 
him and implored him to change his vote. 
Their efforts were successful. Dargan wag 
recognized before 
the result was an- 


nounced, and stated that he desired to 
change his vote from yea to nay. Then 
the speaker announced that the yeas were 
182, 
the nays 
190, and the journal as 


amended, was approved. The, Democrats 
made no demonstration on t«£ announce- 
ment of their victory, and the reading 
clerk began reading the journal of Thurs- 
day's proceedings. 
The Anti-Trust BUI. 


On the conclusion 
of the reading, 


Speaker Reed stated that the journal 
would stand approved without objection. 
Stewart (Vt.) aaked for recognition to 
present the conference report on the anti- 
trust bill. Bland (Mo.) raised the ques- 
tion of consideration. Eland's purpose 
was to offer the following 
resolution: 


"That house bill 5,881, directing the pur- 
chase of silver bullion and the issue of 
treasury notes thereon, and for other pur- 
pose*, with senate amendments, be taken 
from the speaker's table and the senate 
amendment concurred in." The house de- 
termined—yeas 
144, nays 102, to consider 


the conference report. 


Another Discussion Comes Tip. 


The conference report On the anti-trust 


bill wa» adopted. Dalzell, of Pennsylva- 
nia, presented the report of the committee 
on elections in the contested election case 
of Chalmers vs. Morgan. Bland, of Mta- 
sourt, offered his resolution to take 
op 
the 
silver 
bill. 
McKinley 


made the point of order that the motion 
was not privileged; that the only way to 
reach the speaker's table was to follow the 
order of morning business. Conger, of 
Iowa, made the farther point that the bill 
wa* not on the speaker's table, but la the 
band* of the committee on coinage. Bland 
argued that the bill was on the speaker's 
table and within reach.

In the letter the secretary makes 
a suggestion that if adopted it will materi- 
ally alter the McKinley tariff bill. Mr. 
Blaine recommends the adoption of an 
amendment to the tariff bill providing 
that the president shall declare the ports 
of the United States free and open to all 
the products of any country on this hemi- 
sphere whenever such country shall ad- 
mit free of duty to Its ports breadstuffs, 
provisions, and other food products, lum- 
ber, petroleum, and other articles from the 
United States.

A DOUBLE HANGING AT ELKO, NEV. 


Joseph Pott.) and His Wife Die on the 


Gallows Tor tho Brutal Murder of a 
Man to \Vlsoui Tl»ey Were Indebted— 
Edward Davis and Rudolph DulJols 
Hanged In C'uiinda for Murder—History 
of Their Crimes. 
ELKO, Nev., June 30.—The execution of 


Joseph Potts and his wife Elizabeth for 
tho murder of Miles Fawcett, at Carlin on 
Jan. 1,3888, took place here ITriday. Faw- 
cett, who was about 70 years of age, lived 
on a ranch a few miles from Carlin, 
where he had some stock aud several hun- 
dred dollars in money. Mrs. Potts did his 
washing and baking and Fawcett lent the 
Potts' several hundred dollars, which they 
subsequently refused to repay. On Jan. 1 
Fawcett, with ona Limeberger went to 
Potts' housu to demand the money. Tjime 
berger, after accepting a glass of liquor, 
left the house, leaving Fawcett there to 
transact his business. That was the last 
ever seen of Fawcett until his body was 
found in the following year. Potts' fain 
ily stated that Fawcett had settled up all 
his business, had given Mrs. Potts a bill 
of snle of all his property and had left for 
parts unknown. 


Discovery of the Crime. 


In September, 1888, the Potts family sold 


their property and that formerly belonging 
to Fawcett and removed to Rock Springs, 
Wy. T. The body of Fawcett, partly 
burned, with the limbs severed from the 
trunk,and the skullcrushed in, wasfound 
in January, 1889, by the caving-iu of a 
roof of a dug-out cellar attached to the 
house formerly occupied by the Potts'. 
The family were brought back to Elko for 
trial. Circumstantial evidence went to 
show that Mrs. Potts struck Fawcett on 
the back of the head with an ax as he was 
lying in bed, and also fully implicated 
Potts iu the crime. The jury returned a 
verdict o£ luurder in the first degree, and 
the supreme court affirmed the decision. 


PROTESTED HIS INNOCENCE. 


Execution at Ilellevllle, Out., of Edward 


Witvls. 


BELLEVILLE, Ont., June 20.—The execu- 


tion of Edward Davis, for the murder of 
William Emory in Marmora township on 
Sept. 19 last, took place at 8 o'clock Fri- 
day morning.

Dubois was hanged here at 8 o'clock Fri 
day morning for the murder of his wife, 
two children and his mother-in-law on 
Feb. 23 last in tlie small parish of St. Al- 
ban, Port Neuf county. At 7:55 o'clock 
Dubois, supported by some of the jail 
guards and accompanied by the Method- 
ist minister. Kev. Mr. Bland, ascended the 
scaffold. 
He addressed thobe 
present, 


saying: "Well, gentlemen, I am very sorry 
for the deed I have done. I hope I will 
meet my wife and children in Heaven; 
that's all " The Lord's prayer was then 
said, Dubois repeating the words after the 
clergyman. Dubois ilid not show the least 
sign 'of 
weakness. As the clergyman 


reached the "Amen" of the prayer the drop 
was sprung and Dubois, after a few spas- 
modic movements of the body, was dead. 


Dnholii' Awful Crime. 


The crime for which Dubois was exe- 


cuted was the result of a quarrel. 
His 


wife and mother in-law had complained of 
bis lazy ways and of his depending on the 
scanty means of his father-in-law for the 
support of his family and himself. En 
raged at their remarks, he seized an ax 
and butchered his victims in a hideous 
manner. He threw the four bodies in the 
cellar and fled toward Port Neuf, intend- 
ing to board the Urst passing train, but 
was arrested before making good hia 
escape. He was tried and convicted, his 
defense being homicidal mania. A peti- 
tion in his favor was presented to the gov- 
ernor general in council but he refused to 
interfere. 


A Mice Annual Income. 


Poch had forgotten all about the Inci- 


dent at Fortress Dijon until notified by his 
friends a few days ago that the soldier 
whose life he spared had died and left him 
an annual income of 10,000 marks—$3,500.

against British and Spanish Honduras, 
and if an outbreak should occur on the 
Agnan there will be no possible means of 
getting out of the country except by way 
of Mexico, which will mean a long, tedious 
and expensive trip. At Cayo, seventy-five 
miles northwest of Balize, it is reported 
that the people are dying like rotten sheep, 
and the worst part of it is that nobody 
really knows what the disease is. The 
European doctors call it yellow fever, but 
the American medicos differ from them. 
The 
only thing, therefore, 
positively 


known is that in the course of five or six 
days it kills everybody whom it attacks, 
and the survivors are simply asking them- 
selves, "Whose turn next?"

term for a state of mental aberration bor- 
dering on Imbecility. 
The phases of the moon are supposed to 


exert a marked influence over the growth 
of mushrooms, and formerly, in order that 
their flesh might not waste In the cooking, 
the best time for killing pigs was con- 
sidered to be when the moon was on the 
increase or near the full. One sometimes 
meets with the superstition that when the 
moon comes In and goes out on a Sunday 
seed planted during that month will not 
crow Hair, It is said, should be cut at 
the new moon, otherwise it is liable to fall 
off. 
Corns, on the other hand, should be 


cut during the waning of tha moon in 
order that they may gradually diminish 
and ultimately disappear. English country 
folk bow or curtsey to the new moon, and 
by some If Is also supposed that a wish 
made at such a time will be gratified. It 
is held, too, that the money in one's pocket 
should be turned for luck. To see the new 
moon through glass, however, is considered 
unlucky. When the moon is on its back, 
that is to say with the horns of the orescent 
pointing upward, it is thought by some to 
indicate frost. Sharp horns of the new

BE FELL DOWN. 


There is a good deal of satisfaction con- 


nected with tbe efforts at silver legislation 
now going on in the House. The majority 
of republicans are not only making frantic 
efforts to crawl out of the hole in which tbe 
democrats put them a few days ago, but 
they are already beginning to feel the pain 
of dissension among themselves. Thursday 
was tbe first time Jir. Reed as Speaker was 
knocked down by part of the majority he 
has held in hand so well thus far. He 
attempted to appoint himself a committee 
of one from whose decision there should bt 
no appeal on the question of silver legisla- 
tion. Some of the Western republicans did 
not dare Inist their cause to the autocratic 
mercies of Mr. Reed, and so they joined the 
ever-willing and good democrats In an as- 
sault upon his moon-faced eminence of tht 
red vest 


The result was that Keed fought an entire 


day in a vain attempt to have his perform- 
ance of the day before confirmed by a House 
that boasts a republican majority. The 
representatives learned that the dictator 
might be bearded without the heavens fall- 
ing on them. No doubt this was a great 
surprise to the Congressmen, and a still 
greater one to Mr. Keed. Hereafter we 
may expect the members of the House to 
rise in rebellion upon slighter provocation 
than has been given them many times dur- 
ing the present session. It is still impossi- 
ble to tell what may become of the silver 
bill, but the attitude of the parties upon 
that qns^tlon is receiving an amount 
of advertising that is bound to do great 
work In the next election. 


And the methods of Mr. Keed are coming 


In for a share of advertising that may worry 
that eeotleman a great deal before the next 
election is done with. It seems to be 
pretty generally understood that nearly 
four-fifths of the _>eople in this country are 
in favor of free coinage; and It is also 
known that upon tha removal of undne in- 
fluence a large majority of the House is in 
favor of the bill as It came from the Senate. 
The question will arise, why cant the peo- 
ple get what they want? It is only because 
there is in the minority such an unscrupu- 
lous man as Reed. His will Is made to 
count for more than the desires of a major- 
ity of representatives. The people will 
make him and the party that is responsible 
for him answer for this. 


In Heed's present high-handed work there 


is not the amount of partisan prejudice to 
sustain bun there was in his earlier efforts 
in the present Congress. When the auto- 
crat first began be arrayed republican 
against democrat, and on a parlimentary 
question which the people would not take 
the trouble to understand. In the work 
that he Is now doing the lines of his own 
party are broken. 
He formerly talked 


glibly about the sovereign rights of a ma- 
jority. Now the majority is with tbe op- 
poiition, and to Reed Is given the task of 
showing the sovereignty of a minority, 
when that minority has an unscrupulous 
chairman. The people should be able to 
see tbat it all means "Reed is sovereign. 


IT seems that some of the census enum- 


erators are getting in deeper trouble than 
they hoped to put some of the victims that 
weietobe enumerated. Those in Minne- 
apolis seem to be headed toward the yawn- 
ing penitentiary. There was a scheme on 
foot to give Minneapslis dbout 100,000 more 
people than were in the town. The folks 
in the good town of St. Paul objected to thin 
and had some of the Minneapolis enumer- 
ators arrested. Now there is enough bad 
blcod in that country to run a civil war. 
Minneapolis holds a daily mass meeting- " 
which it is resolved to boycott St Paul l>-th 
in a busines and political way. The citi- 
zens of St. Paul have stationed aguar.1 over 
the half dozen sacks of^evldence they hold 
against the Minneapolis enumerators, and 
they propose putting some of the Minne- 
apolis people where they wont have to 
worry themselves about boycotts. 


Those two towns are sometimes called 


the twin cities, but they prefer to imitate 
such brotherly relations as existed between 
Cain and Abel. But we would like to 
know where Porter got some of his cenons 
enumeralors? We wore told that he was 
looking for men who would swell the num- 
ber of inhabitants in the Northwestern re 
publican states; but to find 100,000too 
many in one town Is even too much to make 
Qnay smile. 


FHOII nearly every town there come com 


plaints that the census enumerators have 
not done their work well. Most of the 
newspapers complain that not enough peo- 
ple were found in their towns. WBen we 
remember that the enumerator is paid ac- 
cording to the number of people he finds, 
the charge that he has not found all there 
are should be supported by some very clear 
evidence. 
We understand that there is 


some complaint from Bloomington. 
It is 


possible the enumerator was unable to catch 
ill the political colonies that town has 
scattered all over the country. But we will 
have no such trouble in Decatur. None of 
our people are abroad holding down po- 
litical soft snaps. The Decatur man Is at 
home in the best town in the state, and the 
enumerator who misses one of him will be 
fed to the filter.

ment redeems postage stamps when from 
any cause they become unfit for use or are 
difficult to use. Frequently sheets of stamps 
are stuck together, or are torn or Injured. 
The loss, if any, falls upon th« owner, as 
the government refuses to assume any 
responsibility of 'stamps when once sold. 
The agents of the government, the post- 
masters, can redeem stamps which they 
have for sale, if through any accident they 
become unfit for use. But when the citizen 
buys a stamp he either uses it In the legiti- 
mate way or else he is out of toe ralue of 
the stamp.

Ait it Is In the region to the east and 


weat of the line of the Thames river, and

oted only to treason; therefore be it 
Resolved, That we earnestly censure such 
.ttempts as efforts to blunt the conscience 
f patriots and as a means of perpetuating 
ectlonal hatred; and be it further 
Resolved, that we urge our representa- 
ives to pass an act of congress making It a 
enal affluence to display so called confed- 
ate flags or to erect mo nnments in com' 
memoration of dead traitors. 


The anonymous resolution was adopted 
nanimously with its historical and gram- 
natical inaccuracies. 


Capt. B. P. Lytle offered a aeries of felt- 
itations of which the following is the sub- 
tance: 
Tbe republicans of Macon county, con- 
rat ul ate the republican party on its signal 
ictory in the national election of 1888, 
which not only recovered tha control of tbe 
dministratlon but wrested the house of 
epresentatlves from the democratic party.
